A yellow jersey is the symbol of 
winning in the greatest—and 
maybe the toughest—bicycle race 
on earth.

and this July the 23-day race 
winds through five different 
countries and covers 2,400 miles. 
(That's about the distance from 
New York to Los Angeles.) That 
averages out to more than 100 
miles of bike-riding per day. 

Each day of the Tour de France 
the cyclists race certain 
distances—called stages—that are 
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35 to 150 miles long. At the end 
of each stage, whoever has the 
fastest total time from all the 
stages gets to wear the yellow T- 
shirt. This lets the 20 million 
people who line the Tour's route 
know who's in the lead. 

But this race is not just about 
speed and distance. It's about 
strength and agility, too. The 200 
Tour cyclists pump up high 
mountains that even cars have a 
hard time climbing. Then they fly 
down the narrow roads on 18- 
pound bikes at speeds of almost 
60 miles per hour. (That's more 
than the speed limit on most U.S. 
highways.) They often ride in 
tight packs, with other

I f you think this is a funny-looking bike, you’ 
not alone. In fact, bike racers call them 
"funny bikes." But they're not just funny; 
they're fast, too. They have a new, sleeker 
design that cuts down wind resistance, the 
force of oncoming air that slows the rider down. 

At the Summer Olympics, racers will be 
able to go about 30 mph on the open road, 
roughly two-and-a-half times faster than a 
typical cyclist. On downhill sections, they may 
reach 60 mph—as fast as cars on the highway! 
In 1989, American cyclist Greg LeMond won

the Tour de France by riding a funny bike on the 


last day of the race. Amazingly, LeMond won 


by only 50 seconds!

The Frame has a strange- 
looking squiggle beneath the seat to put the rear 
wheel as far forward as possible. This allows 
racers to ride more closely together for better 
drafting. It also makes the frame stiffer so that 
more of the rider's pedaling power goes into 
pushing the bike, instead of just bending the frame 
from side to side. 

The frame's tubing isn't round. Instead, it's 
shaped like an airplane wing so that wind flows 
easily around the tube, again cutting wind 
resistance. The tubing is made of very thin steel, 
so the bike is light—less than 19 pounds, compared 
to 25 to 35 pounds for most bikes. 


kerobars , a special second set 
■^Z of handlebars, are clipped on to the existing 
^ handlebars. They force the rider into a tucked 
riding position, with his head, arms and shoulders 
all close together. With less of his body exposed 
to the wind, he's more aerodynamic. 


The Front Wheel 

is three inches smaller in diameter than the back 
wheel. This puts the rider’s head lower than his 
bottom so that wind flows easily over his sloped back. 
It also reduces the amount of bike that has to fight the 
wind during a race.

Wendelstedt’s students start each day 
in the classroom, studying baseball's 
128-page rule book. (One of the rules 
they learn: Players from opposite teams 
can't talk and be friendly before a 
game.) The students also do tough daily 
exercises so they’re able to dodge 
hard-hit baseballs and hard-running 
ballplayers.
